To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty 

of  the  City  of  New-  York. 

The  People  of  this  City  have,  with  regard  to  their  local 
government,  reserved  to  themselves  the  right  to,  and  require  from 
their  representatives,  a  full  account  of  the  manner  in  which 
their  municipal  interests  are  conducted,  that  they  may  possess 
a  true  knowledge  of  their  responsibilities  and  prospects.  This 
information  is  essentially  necessary  in  forming  a  correct  opinion 
in  reference  to  the  general  action  of  their  municipal  govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  especially  so  in  matters  of  such  vital  importance 
to  the  people  as  the  administration  of  the  city  finances.  Op¬ 
portunity  is  thereby  afforded  them  to  decide  upon  the  effect,  that 
contemplated  changes  may  have  upon  their  pecuniary  inter¬ 
ests,  as  also,  to  ascertain  what  reforms,  if  any,  aVe  necessary. 
With  this  view,  the  undersigned  has  endeavored  to  make  the 
annexed  report  as  succinct,  and  at  the  same  time  as  compre¬ 
hensive  as  the  means  of  his  office  would  permit.  It  will  be 
found  to  exhibit  a  complete  account  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  city  government,  and  in  compliance  with  the  charter 
and  laws  is  respectfully  presented. 

The  information  it  embraces  may  be  considered  the  more  in¬ 
teresting,  at  this  time,  because  of  the  disposition  recently  mani¬ 
fested  by  the  Stale  Legislature  to  interfere  with  our  municipal 
concerns,  the  management  of  which,  so  far  as  they  are  local,  is 
secured  to  the  people  of  this  city  by  the  strongest  guarantees. 
The  powers  with  which  the  people  have  invested  their  State 
Government  are  limited  by  the  constitution  of  the  state.  The 
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citizens  of  the  several  counties,  and  of  this  city  and  county  in 
particular,  have,  in  their  local  goverments,  distinct  and  inde¬ 
pendent  rights,  as  clearly  to  be  understood  as  those  exercised 
by  the  states  independently  of  the  general  government.  With 
respect  to  this  city  and  county,  these  rights  are  either  controlled 
by  the  charter,  which  is  our  county  constitution,  or  undelegated 
as  yet,  remain  with  its  citizens. 

The  charter  of  this  city  is  an  express  contract  containing  a 
covenant  for  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  the  municipal  powers  it 
confers.  It  was  made  before  the  first  shedding  of  blood  in  our 
revolutionary  struggle,  and  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  it  is  one  that  is  protected  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  from  being  impaired  by  any 
act  of  state  legislation  ;  all  infractions  of  its  provisions  may 
be  taken  to  that  tribunal  for  final  adjudication.  Its  charter,  is 
a  constitution  of  a  body  politic,  erecting  the  City  of  New- 
York  into  “a  free  city  of  itself.”  Her  independent 
sovereignty,  in  her  local  matters,  is  older  than  that  of  the  state 
itself,  and  her  representatives  in  the  convention  which  formed 
the  state  constitution,  showed  they  were  sensible  of  its  free 
position,  when  they  procured  an  express  reservation  of  her  local 
rights,  under  her  local  constitution.  That  charter  still  stands 
as  much  a  protection  to  her  citizens  from  state  encroach¬ 
ments,  as  it  was  before  the  revolution  against  the  exactions  of 
the  British  Crown.  Should  a  continued  dispositon  be  mani¬ 
fested  to  impair  its  provisions,  or  to  trench  upon  the  undelega¬ 
ted  rights  of  the  people  of  this  county,  it  will  become  their 
duty,  as  well  as  that  of  their  county  representatives,  to  test  the 
strength  of  her  municipal  reservations,  by  an  appeal  to  the 
supreme  judiciary  of  the  United  States.

This  statement  shows  that  the  City  Debt,  on  all  accounts, 
both  permanent  and  temporary,  may  be  measured  by  the 
•amount  of  the  Water  Debt  alone,  for  the  redemption  of  which, 
at  the  different  periods  of  its  maturity,  the  accumulations  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  will  be  adequate.  The  real  estate  belonging 
to  the  Corporation,  and  not  in  use  for  public  purposes,  is  an 
additional  and  complete  guarantee  to  the  public  creditor  for  its 
eventual  redemption. 

The  receipts  into  the  Sinking  Fund  during  the  year, 
including  the  cash  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
amounted  to  $298,308  58.  Of  this,  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Fund  have  invested  in  the  purchase  of  the  stocks  of  the  city, 
$284,910  :  leaving  an  uninvested  cash  balance  in  their  hands 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  of  $13,398  58. 

The  receipts  into  the  general  Treasury,  from  the  ordinary 
revenues  of  the  City,  from  the  negociation  of  its  stocks,  and  from 
the  management  of  its  “  trust  accounts/’  including  the  cash 
on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  amounted  to 
$6,004,610  12. 

The  amount  of  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  for  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  City  government,  the  payment  of  its 
pre-existing  debts,  for  its  disbursements  on  the  public  works 
and  on  its  “  trust  accounts,”  including  the  warrants  outstanding 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  amounted  to  $6,007,260  54  ; 
from  which  is  to  be  deducted  the  warrants  outstanding  and 
unclaimed  at  the  close  of  the  year,  amounting  to  $176,S29  50. 
The  result,  showing  that  the  actual  amount  paid  by  the  Trea- 
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surer,  during  the  year,  to  be  $5,830,431  04  ;  and  the  cash 
balance  in  the  Treasury,  January  1st,  1841,  to  be  $174,179  08. 

The  taxable  property  of  the  City  and  County  of  New-York 
as  assessed  in  1S40,  is  valued  at  $252,135,515,  or  more  than 
five  thirteenths  of  the  whole  taxable  property  in  the  State. 
The  rate  of  tax  levied  was  5  4-10  mills  on  each  dollar  of  va¬ 
luation,  being’less  than  the  average  rate  of  taxation  imposed 
in  the  other  counties  of  the  State. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  City  of  New-York  have 
risen  to  a  degree  of  importance  well  meriting  the  anxious 
attention  they  receive.  The  large  debt  it  is  incurring  in  the 
erection  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  must  continue  to  render 
them  of  absorbing  interest  to  the  people  individually,  by  whose, 
votes  this  wondrous  and  stupendous  work  was  undertaken^ 
and  the  debt  it  will  impose  upon  them  authorised  ;  and  until  the 
problem  be  solved  by  the  unerring  test  of  experience,  whether 
the  revenues  to  be  realized  from  the  works,  will  meet  the 
interest  of  their  cost  or  not,  the  subject  will  command  their 
increasing  solicitude.  So  far  as  the  principal  is  considered,  the 
means  for  its  redemption  at  maturity  are  ample ;  but  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  the  data  elsewhere  in  this 
report  detailed,  leave  much  room  to  doubt  that  the  revenues  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  water,  will  be  sufficient.  The 
facts  are  submitted  that  others  may  compare  them,  and  form 
for  themselves  a  preliminary  judgment.  There  is  enough, 
however,  to  convince  us  that  the  deficiency  to  be  made  up  by 
taxation,  need  not  be  large  after  the  first  few  years.  This 
deficiency,  added  to  the  amount  of  tax  levied  in  1840,  will  not 
probably  exceed  the  tax  actually  imposed  in  1838,  for  ordi¬ 
nary  city  purposes. 

If  the  present  prudential  policy  of  the  City  administration  is 
persevered  in,  the  Corporation  will,  at  the  time  the  Aqueduct 
is  completed,  owe  no  other  debt  that  it  cannot  immediately  pay. 
To  maintain  this  gratifying  financial  position,  it  must  avoid 
embarking  in  any  new  enterprise  involving  the  use  of  its 
credit,  that  can  by  possibility  be  avoided  or  postponed.  What¬ 
ever  additional  restraint  can  be  placed  upon  its  executive  agents 
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to  accomplish  a  more  strict  accountability,  and  a  more  extended 
economy  in  the  ordinary  business  of  the  government,  should 
be  inquired  into  and  imposed.  Without  this,  its  credit  may 
cease  to  occupy  the  enviable  place  to  which  its  immense 
resources,  prudently  conducted,  entitle  it,  and  which  it  has 
always  firmly  maintained.  The  large  amount  of  money 
negociated  during  the  year  upon  the  credit  of  the  City,  without 
resorting  to  any  other  market,  may  well  be  considered  as  a 
practical  test  of  the  soundness  of  its  securities  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  our  resident  capitalists.  These  transactions  will  be 
found  to  compare  advantageously  to  itself  with  the  credit  of 
‘Other  public  securities  offered  in  the  same  period.  The  negoci- 
ations  were  effected  during  a  season  marked  by  an  unusual 
depression  in  time-securities  of  all  kinds,  and  by  an  abundant 
supply  of  the  best  American  stocks.  If  the  City  government 
has  been  unfortunate  in  the  period  selected  for  the  erection  of 
its  costly  aqueduct,  it  nevertheless  has  reason  to  congratulate 
itself  in  having  obtained  the  increased  confidence  of  capitalists 
in  its  faith  and  resources. 

Until  the  creation  of  the  Water  Stock,  the  comparatively 
small  amount  of  our  funded  debt  prevented  inquiry  by  capital¬ 
ists  into  the  resources  of  the  City,  or  the  character  of  a  muni¬ 
cipal  security.  Since  that  time  their  attention  has  been  drawn 
more  to  these  subjects,  and  our  City  stocks  rank  in  foreign 
markets  with  the  best  of  those  of  the  State  governments.  This 
is  a  just  confidence,  and  will  be  confirmed  and  extended  the 
more  its  foundation  is  examined.  If  the  discussion  as  to  the 
constitutionality  of  the  State  stocks,  has  in  any  measure 
affected  their  credit  among  those  who  have  not  the  means  we 
have  of  forming  a  satisfactory  judgment,  and  do  not  know 
how  sacredly  the  people  of  this  country  hold  their  governmental 
obligations,  executed  in  good  faith,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  state  that  this  question  is  wholly  inapplicable  to  the  Water 
Stock  of  the  City  of  New-York.  The  objection  urged,  is,  that 
the  State  governments  have  not  the  power  conferred  upon 
them  by  their  several  constitutions,  to  fund  debts,  and  that 
therefore  these  kind  of  engagements  can  be  valid,  only  when 
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confirmed  by  their  constituencies.  In  this  connexion,  it  is  a 
singular  fact,  that  the  Water  Stock  forms,  perhaps,  the  only 
case  where  an  engagement  of  this  kind,  of  like  magnitude, 
was  undertaken  by  the  direct  sanction  of  the  people  in  their 
primary  assemblies;  the  matter  having  been  specially  referred 
to  them  by  the  Legislature,  and  by  them  formally  decided  upon. 
To  the  direct  and  express  sanction  of  the  people  themselves 
was  superadded  the  authority  of  the  State  and  City  govern¬ 
ments. 

In  another  respect  the  City  stocks  must  have  an  advantage 
over  State  stocks  of  much  greater  practical  consequence. 
While  there  can  be  no  constitutional  or  legal  mode  of  enforcing 
a  contract  against  a  State,  there  is  such  a  mode  of  enforcing 
one  against  a  Municipality  ;  the  creditor  to  the  City  may 
reduce  his  claim,  upon  default,  to  judgment,  when  it  becomes 
an  immediately  available  lien  upon  all  the  Corporation  property, 
and  he  may,  if  he  choses,  realize  it  by  judicial  process,  as  in 
the  case  of  an  individual.  Regarding  the  large  amount  of 
fixed  property  which  the  City  possesses,  and  must  always 
possess,  this  fact  affords  to  those  who  may  hold  its  securities, 
the  strongest  possible  guarantee  of  easy,  prompt,  and  certain 
payment.  Perhaps  these  are  the  controlling  reasons  why  our 
securities  have  now  a  higher  value  compared  with  those  of 
this  State,  than  heretofore,  notwithstanding  the  advantage  which 
the  State  has  endeavored  to  give  its  own  Stock  by  making  it  a 
basis  for  the  issue  of  bank  notes,  and  declaring  any  investment 
to  be  made  in  it  by  the  banks  of  this  State,  should  not  be  con- 
stmed  as  an  extension  of  their  lines  of  discount. 

The  correctness  of  the  estimate,  given  in  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  Comptroller,  as  to  the  ultimate  amount  of  debt 
upon  the  Water  account,  and  the  period  at  which  the  Works 
will  be  completed,  is  confirmed  by  the  experience  of  the  past 
year  ;  a  new  application  to  the  State  Legislature  for  a  further 
issue  of  the  Stock  will  therefore  be  required.  And  although 
the  amount  needed  will  still  be  large,  yet  the  ample  resources 
of  the  Corporation  pledged  for  its  redemption,  their  compara¬ 
tive  freedom  from  all  other  debts  or  prospective  liabilities,  the 
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immense  amount  of  taxable  property  heldby  the  inhabitants 
of  the  City,  the  prompt  faitn  with  which  it  has  always  met  its 
obligations,  the  intrinsic  circumstances  attending  the  creation 
of  the  debt,  releasing  it  from  the  objections  urged  against  the 
validity  of  other  public  securities,  and  the  possession  of  a 
legal  mode  by  the  City  creditor,  of  enforcing  his  just  claim, 
now  extensively  known  and  appreciated,  furnish  a  reasonable 
assurance  that  the  remainder  of  the  Water  Stock  can  be  readily 
and  advantageously  negociated. 

SINKING  FUND. 

This  Fund  was  established  and  appropriated  for  the  redemp¬ 
tion  of  the  principal  of  the  City  Debt  exclusively.  The 
revenues  now  assigned  to  it,  with  the  income  derived  from 
the  investment  of  its  present  capital,  will  amount  annually  to 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars,  which  is 
to  be  invested  as  received,  constituting  a  compounding  fund  to 
be  diminished  only  by  its  application  to  the  redemption  of  the 
Debt.  The  avails  of  all  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  City 
Corporation,  with  the  exception  of  property  valued  at  about 
two  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars,  when  sold,  belong 
to  this  Fund,  and  are  pledged  to  the  same  end.  The  Fire  Loan 
Securities  pledged  to  the  redemption  of  a  specific  debt,  belong 
to  this  Fund.  The  present  aggregate  value  of  the  property 
thus  appropriated  is  more  than  nine  millions  of  dollars.  The 
value  of  real  estate,  public  buildings,  and  works  in  use  for 
public  purposes,  owned  by  the  municipal  government  and  not 
included  above,  are  valued  at  fifteen  millions  of  dollars.  For 
the  examination  of  the  public  creditor  the  following  particu¬ 
lars  are  presented.

GENERAL  FUND. 

By  the  several  laws  of  the  Corporation,  all  the  funds  arising 
from  the  ordinary  revenues  of  the  City,  from  the  negociation 
of  its  Stocks,  and  from  the  management  of  its  Assessment,  com¬ 
monly  called  “  Trust  Accounts,”  are  paid  to  the  City  Chamber- 
lain,  forming  a  Fund,  separated  from  the  Sinking  Fund  only. 
From  these  sources  he  is  accustomed  to  pay  all  warrants  drawn 
upon  him,  whether  for  the  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the 
City  government,  or  for  the  payment  of  its  debts,  for  the  prose¬ 
cution  of  its  public  works,  or  the  payment  of  claims  due  on  its 
“  Trust  Accounts.” 

The  receipts  detailed  below  form,  therefore,  an  aggregation 
of  several  funds,  and  exhibit  not  only  the  ordinary  revenues 
applicable  to  the  support  of  the  City  government,  but  the  sums 
loaned  to  it  both  for  permanent  and  temporary  use,  and  also  the 
amounts  collected  by  assessments  imposed  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  in  which  it  has  no  interest,  except  as  trustee  for  their 
disbursement.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  all  these 
sources,  and  the  amount  derived  from  each  during  the  year 
1840,  with  the  Treasury  balance  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year.

WATER  LOAN.  I 

The  Water  Stock  of  the  City  of  New-York  was  created  by 
authority  of  the  State  of  New-York,  contained  in  the  several 
laws  of  the  State,  passed  May  2,  1834,  March  24  and  29,  1838, 
and  April  27,  1840,  by  which  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Com¬ 
monalty  of  the  City  of  New-York  are  empowered  to  raise,  by 
loan,  from  time  to  time,  the  sum  of  eight  millions  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  by  the  issuing  of  “  The  Water  Stock  of  the 
City  of  New-York,”  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  “  to  be  applied  to  and  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
the  City  with  pure  and  wholesome  water,”  and  “in  procuring 
and  laying  water  pipes  in  and  for  said  City  of  New-York.” — 
The  Act  of  1834  was  a  conditional  law,  subject  to  the  ratifica- 
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tion  of  the  peopl’e,  by  whom  it  was  confirmed  at  the  election 
held  in  April,  1S35.  The  Ordinances  of  the  City  Legislature, 
relative  to  the  creation  of  this  Debt,  were  severally  passed  May 
7th,  1S35  ;  March  27th,  183S  ;  May  3, 183S  ;  Feb.  26,  1839;  and 
April  28,  1S40.  The  interest  has  been  fixed  at  five  per  cent. 

The  amount  of  Stock  issued  up  to  the  1st  day  of  January, 
A.D.,  1S41,  is  $7,803,269.  The  money  realized  from  sales  is 
$7,244,701  21,  being  at  the  rate  of  about  $92,S3A  in  cash  for 
epch  $100  of  jStoqk  issued,  which  is  equivalent  to  borrowing  at 
p(ar,  at  an  annual  interest  of  5f  per  cent.,  the  principal  being 
redeemable  in  twenty  and  thirty  years.

Whether  all  these  items  are  to  be  covered  by  the  Water  Loan, 
or  are  in  part  to  be  paid  for  by  tax,  as  seems  to  be  insisted  upon 
by  the  Water  Commissioners,  will  depend  upon  the  action  of 
the  State  Legislature,  when  the  application  for  the  final  issue  of 
Stock  is  made. 

The  estimate  of  the  final  cost  of  the  Aqueduct  includes  the 
payment  of  interest  on  the  Stock,  as  a  part  of  the  cost,  until  the 
productiveness  of  the  works  shall  have  been  actually  tested.  As 
this  avoids  direct  taxation,  in  the  mean  time,  without  in¬ 
creasing  the  amount  of  the  debt  beyond  the  ability  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  to  pay,  a  change  of  practice  in  this  respect  is  a  matter 
requiring  deliberate  consideration.  The  ability  of  the  City  go¬ 
vernment  to  meet  the  ultimate  debt  as  estimated,  at  the  times  of 
its  maturing,  out  of  its  present  unincumbered  corporate  pro¬ 
perty,  and  without  resorting  to  individual  contributions,  in  the 
shape  of  direct  tax,  the  facts  developed  in  this  report  place  be¬ 
yond  question.  It  may  be  urged  then,  that  as  the  people  of 
this  City  have  joint  public  means  sufficient  to  its  entire  ex¬ 
tinguishment,  it  would  be  as  unjust  as  oppressive  to  call  on 
them  by  direct  taxation  to  pay  off  such  debt  from  their  sepa¬ 
rate  and  private  resources,  and  the  more  especially  when  the 
works  to  be  erected  are  of  the  most  permanent  character,  and 
must  afford  equal  benefits  to  all  future  generations,  if  they 
make  their  successors  liable,  they  give  them  the  means  to  pay. 
Posterity  cannot  reasonably  claim  from  its  ancestry  more  than 
the  bestowment  of  benefits  without  burdens.  It  has  heretofore 
been  considered  that  so  long  as  the  debt  to  be  incurred  is  limited 
to  the  amount  of  unincumbered  assets,  held  by  the  present  o- 
vernment  of  the  people  of  this  county,  neither  the  cost  of  the 
distributing  water  pipes,  or  the  interest  to  accrue  before  the 
completion  of  the  works,  should  be  included  in  the  annual  tax 
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bill.  When  the  water  shall  have  been  received,  however,  the 
deficiency  in  the  revenue  must  be  made  up  by  taxation,  for 
which  the  people  will  find  themselves  fully  compensated,  in 
the  renovated  health  and  general  cleanliness  of  the  City,  in 
their  increased  security  against  loss  by  fire,  and  in  the  con¬ 
sequent,  and  perhaps  equal  reduction  of  insurance  premiums. 

The  new  clause  in  the  law  of  1840,  relating  to  the  diversion 
of  the  Water  Fund,  has  been  made  a  means  of  annoyance  to 
the  Common  Council  and  its  departments  by  the  new  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners.  For  their  justification,  they  relied  on 
allegations  of  incompetency  in  the  City  government  to  do  that 
portion  of  the  work  as  economically  and  as  substantially  as 
themselves,  all  of  which,  from  the  investigation  which  has  ta¬ 
ken  place,  seem  to  have  been  unfounded.  In  their  attempt  to 
arrest  the  Common  Council  in  the  continuance  of  a  work  which 
it  had  been  lawfully  engaged  in  for  years,  and  which  the  pub¬ 
lic  interest  requires  should  be  hastened,  not  retarded,  they  have 
invoked  the  intervention  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  by  injunc¬ 
tion.  Fortunately  for  the  public  interest  the  proceedings  have 
effected  no  suspension  of  the  public  works  undertaken  by  the 
Corporation,  and  can  result  in  none. 

In  the  meantime,  impatient  of  the  final  decision  of  the 
Court  they  have  invoked,  which  maybe  adverse  to  their  pre¬ 
tensions,  or  without  having  taken  measures  to  procure  a  speedy 
verdict,  they  have  themselves  made  unconditional  contracts 
against  the  express  direction  of  the  Common  Council,  whose 
authorized  Committees  were  contracting  for  the  same  work,  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Commissioners,  and  without  notice  of 
their  objection  ;  an  example  of  indiscretion  which  might  have 
resulted  in  imposing  upon  the  City  the  cost  of  two  series  of  iron 
pipe  for  peculiar  locations,  without  use  for  more  than  one  se¬ 
ries.  As  a  means  of  amicable  settlement,  they  have  proposed 
that  the  Corporation  should  ratify  their  acts,  and  desist  altoge¬ 
ther  from  providing  distributing  pipes  in  future,  and  until  a  le¬ 
gal  decision  was  obtained. 

The  number  of  miles  in  this  City,  below  14th  street,  where  it 
is  supposed  a  revenue  can  be  derived  from  the  water,  has  been 
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ascertained  to  be  one  hundred  and  three  miles  ;  of  this,  it  is  as¬ 
certained  also  by  measurement,  that  forty-eight  miles  has  been 
laid  up  to  this  time,  including  fourteen  and  a  half  miles  by 
the  present  Aqueduct  Commissioner,  and  thirty-three  and  a 
half  miles  by  former  Water  Purveyors,  leaving  fifty-five  miles 
to  be  laid  by  the  time  the  water  is  introduced  into  the  City ; 
to  this  must  be  added  the  three  principal  mains,  and  the  double 
lines  of  distributing  pipes  in  the  streets  where  the  mains  arfe  to 
be  laid.  The  whole  cost,  including  the  cost  of  stop  cocks,  lay¬ 
ing,  and  incidental  expenses,  cannot  safely  be  estimated  at  less 
than  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which 
should  be  done  by  the  spring  of  the  year  1842,  when  the  water 
will  be  in  the  City  for  use.  The  revenue  to  be  derived  from 
this  source  is  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  of 
the  debt.  However  uncertain  conjecture  may  be  as  to  the 
amount  which  will  be  received,  the  Finance  Department  has 
caused  a  census  of  all  the  buildings  in  the  City  to  be  taken,  with 
a  view  to  furnish  an  element  in  the  calculation  hitherto  wanted, 
which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  :  for  this  the  department 
is  indebted  to  the  voluntary  assistance  of  the  Health  Wardens 
and  Dock  Masters  of  the  respective  Wards. 

In  view  of  the  speedy  arrival  of  the  period  for  letting  the 
water,  the  establishment  of  a  department  to  manage  the  revenue 
is  again  commended  to  the  attention  of  the  Common  Council. 

FIRE  INDEMNITY  LOAN. 

The  Fire  Indemnity  Stock  was  created  by  authority  of  an 
Act  of  the  State  Legislature,  passed  April  14,  1838.  By  it  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New-York,:  i 
were  empowered  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $600, 000, :  at 
an  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  for  a  'i 
period  of  not  less  than  ten ,  nor  more  than  thirty  years,  to  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  all  such  damages  as  might  be  reco¬ 
vered  against  the  City  by  reason  of  the  blowing  up  and  destruc¬ 
tion  of  sundry  buildings  in  said  City  during  the  continuance 
of  the  Great  Fire  of  1835,  with  the  expenses  of  such  recoveries. 
The  Corporation  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Comptroller,  under 
the  joint  direction  of  the  Committees  on  Finance  and  Laws,  to 
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negociate  the  Stock  and  settle  the  claims,  was  passed  Nov.  30, 
1838. 

Under  this  authority  there  has  been  issued  of  this  Stock  up 
to  the  1st  day  of  January,  1841,  the  sum  of  8302,900.  The 
sum  of  $60,700  was  issued  during  the  year  1840,  and  made 
payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Corporation,  before  the  year  1868, 
the  balance  having  been  made  payable  on  or  after  that  date.  It 
was  sold  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  under  the 
laws  requiring  them  to  make  their  investments  in  the  City 
Stocks,  and  the  avails  to  the  amonnt  of  $65,699  3S  were  paid 
to  the  several  claimants,  under  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Er¬ 
rors  in  the  Pentz  case. 

The  remaining  five  unsettled  claims,  under  the  decision  of 
the  same  Court,  just  announced,  will  probably  require  a  further 
issue  of  Stock  to  the  amount  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  and  make 
the  whole  issue  about  $360,000,  or  nearly  one  quarter  of  a  mil¬ 
lion  less  than  had  been  anticipated. 

For  the  redemption  of  this  loan  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
will  be  annually  raised  by  a  tax  imposed  on  the  estates  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  City,  and  but  for  the  ten  years’  limitation  of 
the  State  Law,  the  Stock  might  have  been  issued  payable  by 
instalments  as  the  tax  was  raised.  There  would  seem  no  ob¬ 
ject  to  be  gained  by  creating  this  debt  for  a  long  period,  when 
the  means  for  its  liquidation  will  be  provided  at  earlier  inter¬ 
vals.  The  restrictive  clause  in  the  law  outfit  to  be  rescinded. 
In  fourteen  years  the  entire  amount  will  have  been  raised  ne¬ 
cessary  to  pay  otf  the  debt,  and  be  in  the  possession  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  who  will  not  have  the  pri¬ 
vilege  of  applying  it  to  the  redemption  of  the  Stock  it  is  pledged 
to  pay,  for  another  period  of  fourteen  years.  The  importance 
of  this  matter  was  originally  overlooked,  the  Stock  issued  pre¬ 
vious  to  1S40  having  been  made  payable  after  1S6S.  There 
can  be  no  objection  to  an  amendment  of  the  law,  allowing  the 
Stock  yet  to  be  issued  payable  at  a  shorter  period. 

The  extent  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  City  authorities  on 
this  account,  may  be  thus  considered  as  finally  ascertained.  It 
will  impose  upon  the  people  of  this  City,  independent  of  their 
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individual  losses  on  that  occasion,  an  annual  of  tax  of  forty 
thousand  dollars,  until  it  is  redeemed,  and  this  too  at  a  period 
when  they  are  already  burdened  with  onerous  taxes,  probably 
still  to  be  increased  by  their  Water  Debt. 

It  was,  perhaps,  an  oversight  at  the  period  of  obtaining  the 
permission  of  the  State  Legislature  to  fund  these  damages,  hot 
to  have  asked  from  that  body  a  restoration  to  the  City  Treasury 
of  the  duties  derived  from  sales  at  auction  in  this  City.  The 
occasion  would  have  afforded  an  opportunity  for  a  strong  ap¬ 
peal  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  the  justice  of  the  State.  The  in¬ 
come  to  the  City  Treasury  from  this  source  during  the  year 
181(3,  was  $72,705  S2 ;  and  from  Jan.  to  April  15,  1817, 
was  $40,867  28.  The  City  at  that  time  yielded  all  this  income 
except  $10,000,  reserved  towards  the  support  of  its  foreign 
poor,  to  the  Canal  Fund  of  the  State,  as  a  pledge  to  the  State 
creditor  for  the  Canal  Debt.  The  amount  derived  by  the  State 
from  this  source,  out  of  this  county ,  from  the  year  1817  to  this 
date,  is  more  than  four  millions  of  dollars,  the  particulars  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  The  success  of  the 
canals  so  early  as  the  year  1835,  rendered  the  aid  derived  from 
this  source  unnecessary,  and  it  was,  therefore,  during  that  year 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  State.  This  would  have 
been  a  proper  occasion  to  have  claimed  its  restoration  to  the 
Treasury  of  the  City,  to  which  it  originally  belonged,  and  from 
which  it  had  been  taken  for  a  particular  purpose.  That  purpose 
has  been  accomplished,  and  so  far  from  needing  further  assistance 
from  this  source,  is  the  Canal  F  und,  that  the  transfer  of  more  than 
one  and  a  half  million  of  dollars  from  its  capital  to  the  General 
Fund  is  adverted  to  in  the  late  Report  of  the  State  Comptroller. 
The  prosperous  situation  of  our  State  finances,  as  represented  by 
that  officer,  must  suggest  the  propriety  of  an  application  to  be 
made  to  the  present  Legislature,  by  the  Common  Council,  for 
the  return  of  a  portion,  at  least,  of  the  auction  duties  raised  in 
this  county,  that  the  City,  which  has  contributed  so  much  to  the 
State  at  large,  for  the  completion  of  her  earliest  and  greatest 
public  work,  may  again  enjoy  its  former  income,  and  be  ena¬ 
bled  to  reduce  some  of  the  burdens  which  its  misfortunes  in 
1835  imposed  upon  it. 
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FLOATING  DEBT  STOCK. 

The  Floating  Debt  Stock  was  created  by  authority  of  the 
State  and  City  of  New- York,  by  a  State  Act  passed  May 
14th,  1840,  and  a  City  Ordinance  passed  June  8th,  1840, 
by  which  authority  was  given  for  the  creation  of  a  loan 
not  exceeding  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  an  interest  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  for  a  period  not  more 
than  seven  years,  with  power  to  raise  for  the  redemption  of  the 
debt,  by  an  annual  tax,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.  A  Stock  for  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand 
dollars  was  created,  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  made  payable  in  February,  1842,  44,  45  and  46  ;  it  was  ne- 
gociated  at  par.  The  balance  was  issued  at  an  interest  of  five 
per  cent,  and  made  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Corporation 
before  1848,  and  realized  to  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $229,960. 
The  sum  of  fifty  thousand  is  imposed  in  the  tax  now  col¬ 
lecting,  and  will  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  an  equal 
amount  on  the  first  of  February,  1841.  The  following  are  the 
periods  at  which  it  will  mature  :

By  authority  of  two  several  resolutions  of  the  Common 
Council,  the  Comptroller  was  authorized  to  borrow  on  the  credit 
of  the  City,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  wit :

ASSESSMENT  BONDS. 

The  Assessment  Bonds  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  amount  of 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Corporation,  on  or  before  June  1st,  and  July  1st,  1S40,  have 
been  issued  to  cover  advances  which  the  Corporation  has  made 
in  the  payment  of  awards  to  individuals  for  damages  sustained 
in  opening  and  widening  certain  streets.  They  were  negocia- 
ted  at  par,  bearing  an  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
will  be  met  and  paid,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  the  liens 
held  by  the  Corporation  for  their  redemption  are  realized.  A 
specific  detail  of  these  liens  will  be  found  immediately  follow¬ 
ing.  The  Bonds  were  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Amended 
Charter  empowering  the  Corporation  to  borrow  in  anticipation 
of  the  revenue,  as  well  as  of  the  State  Law  cited  in  the  Ordi¬ 
nance  upon  this  subject,  passed  August  8th,  1840. 

Of  the  secure  character  of  such  liens,  the  history  of  this  City 
in  this  matter  for  the  last  thirty  years,  gives  abundant  proof. 
During  that  period  the  City  has  advanced  the  sum  of  six  mil¬ 
lions  two  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  three  hundred  and 
seventeen  dollars  and  eight  cents,  on  this  account,  and  the  par¬ 
ticulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Keport, 
all  of  which  have  been  repaid,  with  the  exception  of  $412,024  24, 
which  are  the  oustanding  liens  above  referred  to.  A  small  por¬ 
tion  of  them  has  become  the  absolute  property  of  the  City. 
The  gores  in  Beaver  street  are  of  this  description,  but  upon 
these  there  will  probably  be  a  depreciation  of  about  $12,000  00  ; 
all  the  rest  consist  of  items  actually  due  the  Corporation,  and 
will  be  realized  by  public  sale.

FROM  DEPARTMENTS. 

There  has  been  a  hilling  oft’ 'in  the  amount  of  revenue  realiz¬ 
ed  this  year  from  the  sale  of  the  street  sweepings,  &c.  The  de¬ 
mand  has  not  been  active.  The  Department  has  been  compelled 
in  order  to  prevent  its  too  great  accumulation  at  the  depots,  to  of¬ 
fer  an  extended  credit  to  its  customers.  At  the  close  of  navi¬ 
gation  this  year,  more  than  twenty  thousand  loads  remained  un¬ 
disposed  of ;  last  year  the  amount  did  not  exceed  two  hundred 
loads.  The  laying  of  water  pipes  has  deteriorated  the  value  of 
street  sweepings  nearly  twenty-five  per  cent.,  besides  adding 
a  heavy  expense  for  carting  off  the  sand  left  to  secure  the  pave¬ 
ments.

The  value  of  the  Wharf  and  Slip  Property  belonging  to  the 
Corporation,  as  based  upon  its  actual  cost,  is  estimated  at 
$1,748,000  00.  The  cost  of  repairs,  clean ing,  with  salaries  of 
officers  for  the  year  1840,  amounted  to  $28,890  41,  while  the 
whole  amount  of  revenue  from  the  lease  of  Wharves  and  Fer¬ 
ries  was  $88,592  33.  The  nett  income  for  1840  was  $59,701  92, 
or  about  3  yg-  per  cent,  upon  their  actual  cost. 

The  propriety  of  increasing  the  rates  of  Wharfage  has  se¬ 
veral  times  been  entertained  by  the  Common  Council,  without 
any  practical  result.

amount  of  capital  invested,  is  obvious  from  this  exhibit,  and 
should  induce  a  new  effort  to  improve  this  branch  of  the  City 
revenue. 

The  amount  of  rents  in  arrear  is  large.  More  than  one  half 
of  die  arrears  of  Dock  Rent  had  accumulated  previous  to  1839, 
a  portion  of  which  can  never  be  realized.  The  arrears  on  the 
other  account,  are  mostly  secure  to  the  Corporation.  The  Water 
Lot  Rent  is  a  lien  on  very  valuable  property.  The  difficulty  of 
collecting  this  kind  of  rent  promptly,  arises  principally  from  the 
facts  that  the  original  grants  are  now  owned  by  numerous  as¬ 
signees  in  severalty,  who  do  not  agree  among  themselves  as  to 
the  proper  apportionment  of  the  rent.  A  declaratory  law  of 
the  State,  permitting  and  legalizing  proper  apportionments  to  be 
made  from  time  to  time,  as  the  grants  are  divided,  would  be  very 
desirable  to  the  holders,  and  facilitate  the  department  in  col¬ 
lecting  these  rents.

Tn  the  details  which  follow,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the 
amount  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Alms  House  dur¬ 
ing-  the  year,  for  tiie  support  of  all  the  establishments  under 
their  supervision,  including  the  new  and  extensive  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  Poor,  was  $249,986  25.  Of  this  sum,  $4,465  25 
was  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  balance  reported  against  the 
Corporation  in  the  Comptroller's  last  Annual  Report,  and 
$27  92  remains  unexpended,  making,  as  the  true  amount  of 
disbursements  for  the  year,  but  $245,493  08,  or  nearly  thirty- 
six  thousand  dollars  less  than  the  year  preceding,  while  the 
number  of  persons  supported  was  nearly  16  per  cent,  greater.

While  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  City  has  enjoyed  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  degree  of  health  since  the  present  expensive  mode 
of  cleaning  streets  has  been  adopted,  and  that  to  maintain  an 
exemption  from  disease,  the  expenditure  must  be  of  secondary 
importance,  yet  the  magnitude  of  the  cost,  and  the  apparent 
impossibility  of  any  considerable  reduction  under  the  present 
system,  should  invite  attention  to  discover  some  other  less  ex¬ 
pensive  mode  ;  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  experiment  of  leas¬ 
ing  the  streets  to  individual  contractors  should  be  tried,  the  co- 
venants  to  be  so  framed  that  the  streets  should  be  swept  as  often 
10 
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and  as  thoroughly  as  at  present,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  before  the  payment  of  any  money. 
An  offer  has  been  received,  at  this  Office,  from  a  responsible 
source,  to  undertake  the  work  at  twenty  thousand  dollars  less, 
per  annum,  than  it  has  cost  the  City  at  any  time  within  five 
years.

item  that  may  bear  heavily  upon  the  community,  unless 
a  large  reduction  in  the  present  rate  of  expenditures  be  ef¬ 
fected.  At  that  time  the  Croton  Water  will  have  been  intro¬ 
duced,  and  be  ready  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
City,  and,  although  a  portion  of  the  Works  will  not  have 
been  entirely  completed,  yet  the  debt  will  have  reached,  at 
least,  the  sum  of  Twelve  Millions  of  Dollars,  the  interest  on 
which,  at  five  per  cent.,  will  be  Six  Hundred  Thousand  Dol¬ 
lars  per  annum.  The  annual  cost  of  Repairs,  and  the  expense 
of  managing  the  Water  Department,  will  probably  reach 
$50,000  more. 

While  the  ability  of  the  Corporation  to  liquidate  the  princi¬ 
pal  of  a  much  larger  debt ,  out  of  its  Sinking  Fund  and  fixed 
property,  is  certain,  as  has  previously  been  shown,  yet  a  per¬ 
manent  provision  remains  to  be  made  to  meet  the  large  amount 
*  of  interest  annually  to  accrue  upon  such  debt,  after  the  Water 
shall  have  been  introduced.  As  a  financial  matter,  therefore, 
the  important  question  must  forcibly  present  itself,  whether  the 
advantages  of  the  supply  of  Water  to  the  City  will  justify  a 
debt  larger  than  $12,000,000,  or,  in  other  words,  whether  the 
annual  revenue  from  the  use  of  the  Water  will  cover  a  higher 
amount  of  interest  and  repairs.  In  examining  this  question,  we 
are  not  to  estimate  the  general  benefits  to  be  enjoyed  by  the 
citizen  from  the  introduction  of  a  copious  supply  of  pure  Water  ; 
the  advantages  of  increased  general  health  ;  the  additional 
cleanliness  of  our  streets,  houses,  and  yards  ;  the  embellishment 
of  public  Parks  and  private  Gardens  ;  and  the  preservation  of 
our  property  from  the  ravages  of  fire.  For  these  purposes  the 
introduction  of  the  Croton  Water  might,  perhaps,  be  considered 
cheap  at  any  price ;  the  calculations  must,  therefore,  be  con¬ 
fined  to  such  data  as  will  enable  us  to  estimate  its  financial 
value  to  the  City  Treasury,  when  sold  for  ordinary  domestic 
purposes ;  for  the  use  of  Baths,  Stables,  Factories,  and  Ship¬ 
ping,  and  as  a  power  to  propel  machinery. 

It  is  well  known  that  a' large  number  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  City  are  now  supplied  with  Water  brought  from  distant 
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parts  ot  it,  or  from  the  neighboring  Counties,  at  an  expense  of 
from  ten  to  thirty  dollars  per  annum  each.  Our  Hotels  pay  ex¬ 
travagant  sums  for  Spring  Water.  Indeed,  the  City  Government 
itself  is  now  paying  to  the  Manhattan  Company  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  the  use  of  the  W ater  for  four 
of  the  public  Markets.  The  Shipping  also  require  a  large  sup¬ 
ply  of  Water,  and  now  pay  37^  cents  for  each  hundred  gallons. 
Many  of  the  Coasting  and  Foreign  Vessels  which  come  to  our 
wharves,  supply  themselves,  at  present,  elsewhere,  with  a  suf¬ 
ficiency  of  Water  to  serve  for  the  entire  voyage,  in  order  to 
avoid  the  detention  and  expense  of  procuring  it  here,  when, 
hereafter,  a  Ship  of  the  Line  need  not  experience  the  detention 
of  an  hour  to  fill  all  her  W ater  Tanks.  Ice  is  also  largely  in 
demand  for  City  purposes  ;  it  has,  besides,  recently  become  an 
article  of  commerce  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  from  the  abun¬ 
dance  which  will  be  formed  at  the  different  Reservoirs,  a 
revenue  to  some  extent  will  be  derived  from  that  article.  The 
expenditures  incurred  for  the  Fire  Department,  under  its  pre¬ 
sent  organization,  may  be  considerably  curtailed  ;  the  Reservoir 
expenses,  and  many  smaller  items,  now  paid  out  of  the  taxes, 
may  be  dispensed  with,  and  thus  may  properly  be  considered  in 
this  connexion.  In  the  Appendix  these  matters  are  all  detailed, 
from  which  it  will  appear  that  the  maximum  revenue,  with¬ 
out  allowance  for  loss  in  collection,  and  on  the  assumption 
that  every  house  will  be  furnished  with  the  Water,  may 
reach  only  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  against 
a  minimum  liability  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  per  annum,  showing  that  the  greatest  amount  of  reve¬ 
nue  likely  to  be  derived  from  the  Works,  over  the  smallest 
amount  of  expenditure  annually  to  be  made,  does  not  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Thus  it  must  be  obvious  that 
a  large  general  tax  is  to  be  imposed,  at  least  during  the  first  few 
years  succeeding  the  introduction  of  the  Water  into  the  City  ; 
and  it  is  equally  obvious  that  when  time  has  afforded  ample  op¬ 
portunity  to  furnish  the  Water  to  every  tenement  in  the  City,  the 
maxium  revenue  from  it  will  not  justify  a  debt  beyond  twelve 
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millions  of  dollars.  To  avoid  the  taxation  which  its  introduc¬ 
tion  is  so  surely  and  so  soon  to  require,  there  would  appear  to 
be  but  one  certain  means  left  to  the  City  Government — the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  an  economy  almost  approaching  to  parsimony,  in  re¬ 
ference  to  each  and  every  Department.  The  necessity  of  res¬ 
tricting,  by  all  possible  means,  every  kind  of  expenditure,  will 
be  the  more  evident,  when  we  reflect  upon  the  large  amount  of 
personal  property  now  employed  in  the  City,  aud  subject  to 
taxation.  It  is  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  this  commercial 
City  that  this  capital  should  not  be  withdrawn,  and  the  danger 
of  its  removal  may  be  well  apprehended,  in  the  case  of  a  justly 
founded  anticipation  of  an  increased  taxation.  By  avoiding 
new  liabilities,  the  amount  of  taxation  has  been  reduced  during 
both  the  years  preceding  the  date  of  this  Report.  By  revising 
the  present  estimates,  it  is  confidently  believed  that  a  still 
larger  reduction  can  be  effected  for  the  future. 

The  preceding  details  of  expenditure,  while  they  show  each 
particular  claim  liquidated  during  the  year,  also  exhibit  some 
which  a  rigid  economy  can  yet  dispense  with,  or  at  least 
greatly  abridge.  The  total  expenditure  is  but  an  aggregate 
made  up,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  of  items,  which,  when  sepa¬ 
rately  considered,  are  of  comparative  insignificance.  All  ma¬ 
terial  reduction  that  may  be  effected,  must,  of  necessity,  be  an 
aggregate  formed  of  equally  insignificant  amounts.  The  ne¬ 
cessity  for  such  reduction  will  soon  be  so  generally  expe¬ 
rienced  that  it  will  rivit  public  attention  to  the  subject,  and 
however  trivial,  when  separately  considered,  the  allowance 
may  be  that  can,  in  any  case,  be  dispensed  with,  public  opinion 
will  justify,  if  not  require,  its  discontinuance. 

The  laws  permitting  claimants  to  audit  their  own  accounts, 
by  affidavit,  where  no  tariff  of  compensation  is  fixed,  do  not 
always  secure  the  services  required  at  the  lowest  rate. 
Those  laws,  also,  which  confer  upon  the  employing  officer  a 
discretion  in  the  sum  to  be  allowed  for  the  services  performed, 
not  exceeding  a  given  amount,  are  found,  in  practice,  to  serve 
only  as  authority  for  fixing  the  maximum  as  the  unvary. 
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ing  compensation.  Were  other  Ordinances  so  changed  as 
to  throw  all  the  patronage  of  the  City  open  to  competi¬ 
tion,  it  is  believed  that  a  large  retrenchment  would  thereby  be 
effected. 

The  salaries  paid  to  the  higher  officers  of  the  City  Govern¬ 
ment  may  be  materially  reduced,  without  injustice  to  the  in¬ 
cumbents.  The  incentive  and  reward  which  they  desire 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  must,  cer¬ 
tainly  be  far  beyond  the  mere  degree  of  pecuniary  com¬ 
pensation  they  are  to  receive.  Their  position  enables  them  to 
know,  at  all  times,  the  public  exigencies,  and  they  should  be 
among  the  first  to  point  out  the  necessity  for  retrenchment,  and 
to  evince  a  disposition  cheerfully  to  submit  to  the  effect  of  that 
course  which  the  public  interest  may  require.  But  in  the  sup¬ 
posed  absence  of  such  disposition,  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  why  it 
is,  that  the  ordinary  abilities  required,  even  in  the  highest  stations 
under  the  City  Government,  except,  perhaps,  in  that  of  the  Coun¬ 
sel  to  the  Corporation,  who  is  the  legal  adviser  of  every  officer 
under  the  City  Government,  should  receive  so  large  a  compen¬ 
sation  when  measured  by  that  allowed  to  those  who  hold  less 
ambitious  situations,  but  which  require,  in  many  instances,  as 
much  ability,  assiduity,  and  integrity.  Indeed,  the  opinion  is 
rapidly  extending,  that,  under  our  form  of  government,  there 
can  be  no  station,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  which  can¬ 
not  be  discharged  by  those  possessed  of  medium  capacity,  ordi¬ 
nary  prudence,  and  strict  integrity. 

It  is  not  then  alone  to  the  postponement  of  new  undertakings 
that  the  public  must  look  for  essential  relief,  but  to  the  dispen¬ 
sing,  immediately  and  entirely,  with  every  unnecessay  expense, 
however  trivial.  No  community  has  a  larger  ability  to  meet, 
or  more  readily  pays,  the  necessary  demands  of  its  government 
than  the  people  of  this  City  ;  but  there  is  also  no  people  whose 
permanent  interest  reqnires  a  more  rigid  economy  in  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  their  municipal  affairs. 

It  is  in  view  of  the  uncertain  amount  of  revenue  to  be  de¬ 
rived  from  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  and  the  certain  necessity  of 
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increased  taxation,  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  that  the  under¬ 
signed  has  deemed  it  his  duty  thus  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  City  Legislature,  by  a  more  than  ordinary  notice,  to  timely 
means  of  avoiding  a  result  that  must  otherwise  prove  severely 
burdensome.

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An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Stocks  of  the  City  of  New- York,  passed 
August  17,  1840,  with  the  number  and  amount  of  renewed  Certifi¬ 
cates  issued  under  it. 

The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New-York,  do  ordain 

as  follows  ;  * 

§  1.  When  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear,  on  due  proof,  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 

City,  that  any  Certificate  of  Stook  issued  for  any  Loan  made  in  behalf  of  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  cf  the  City  of  New-York,  has  been  lost,  or 
casually  destroyed,  he  may  authorize  the  issuing  to  the  lawful  owner  of  such 
stock,  a  new  .certificate  corresponding  in  date,  numbers,  and  amount,  with  the 
certificate  so  lost  or  destroyed,  but  expressing  on  its  face  that  the  same  is  a  re¬ 
newed  certificate. 

§  2.  No  such  renewed  certificate  shall  be  issued  until  good  security  be  given  to 
satisfy  the  lawful  claim  of  any  person  or  persons  to  the  said  original  certificate,  or 
to  any  interest  therein.  The  proofs  on  which  such  renewed  certificates  are  issued, 
shall  be  filed  in  the  Comptroller’s  Office,  and  he  shall  report  annually  to  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  the  number  and  amount  of  the  renewed  certificates  so  issued. 

On  the  9th  day  of  October,  1840,  there  were  issued  by  authority  of  the  above 
ordinance,  two  Certificates,  No.  632  and  633,  of  “  The  Water  Stock  of  the  City 
New-York,”  redeemable  in  1860,  in  favor  of  “  Francois  Marie  De  Lessert,  of 
Paris,”  for  five  thousand  dollars  [$5,000]  each,  dated  May  5th,  1840,  and  hearing 
interest  at  5  per  cent,  per  annum  from  May  1st,  1840  ;  the  same  having  been  is¬ 
sued  in  lieu  of  certificates  of  like  numbers,  date,  and  amounts,  alledged  to  have 
been  lost  by  the  destruction  of  the  packet  ship  Poland  by  fire,  on  her  passage  from 
New-York  to  Havre.  The  security  and  evidence  produced  are  filed  in  the 
Comptroller’s  Office.
